If the Mexican 
government finds a way to reason- 
ably protect American interests, I 
cannot see where we have any com- 
plaint." 


Senator Swanson. democrat, of 


Virginia, rankkig democrat on the 
foreign 
relations 
committee, de- 


clared that it would be plenty of 
time to consider a. break in rela- 
tions next January when the Mexi- 
can land and petroleum laws be- 
come operative. 


"If Mexico refuses to keep faith 


•a January," said Swanson. "It will 
then be time for the United States 
to consider what action -'Is neces- 
sary. 
Discussion and heated lan- 


guage at this time can do no good." 


Added to these expressions from 


the two chief spokesmen for foreign 
affairs in the senate, were others 
such as Senator Norris, republican, 
of Nebraska, that "there is justifi- 
cation for the state department's 
attitude," and the observation of 
Senator Fess, republican, of Ohio, 
| that "the United States should not 
Intrude in the religious controversy 
i<n Mexico." 
While the Calles government's 


war with the Catholic church in 
Mexico has not entered into the 
correspondence over land and petro- 
leum laws, there is nevertheless an 
undercurrent of feeling on the part 
of some members of congress that 
this very conflict has influenced the 
state, department in adopting a 
militant attitude. 


The department's communications 


to Mexico City have bristled with 
condemnation of the "confiscatory" 
attitude of the Callies government 
toward 
property. 
While, 
the 


American notes referred only to 
American property, of course, never- 
theless it is not forgotten that the 
Mexican government took over mil- 
lions of dollars in church property 
too. 
And, rightly or wrongly, some 


congressional minds associate these 
t\vo facts in reviewing the present 
situation.

crisis, Senator Borah, Idaho, chair- 
man of the senate foreign relations 
committee,

views on the situation, declaring his 
disbelief that there is "going 
to be 


any break with Mexico." 
The state department's position 
was that Mexico had agreed to the 
publication of oil and land law cor- 
respondence and that it spoke for 
itself. On the other hand, however, 
the Idaho senator said after read- 
ing the correspondence that he had 
not found "any threat of any ulti- 
matum." 
Senator Fess, republican, 
Ohio, 


and Senator Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, also issued brief statements. 
The Ohio senator said, if American 
rights in Mexico are placed in jeo- 
party, "we should se-rfer relations," 
but he added that so-* far they are 
"not placed in Jeopardy." 
Senatro 


Norris declared he did not believe 
the "stern attitude of the state de- 
partment was justified." 
The only hint dropped at the state 


department was that it looked upon 
the Mexican demand for "concrete 
cases" as referring to future specific 
instances -which, may arise 
-when 


enforcement of the new 
Mexican 
law becomes effective in January.

livery man, woman and child in America should 


have a deep sense of gratitude that it has been their 
privilege to play their small and unimportant- part 
in this land called America. 


For the purpose ot appreciating the full blessings, 


we should recall tho first Thanksgiving. 


Jt was celebrated by the VUsrnns in 1621, who less 


than a-vear'before had established their precarious 
colony on the forbidding shores ot 
New 
England. 


That "first Thanksgiving was the fervent expression 
of a spiritual people. In a material sense they had 
litllo to be thankful for. They had staked their lives 
on tho small crop which they hail planted. The ship 
which had brought them across the stormy Atlantic 
had sailed weeks before so their retreat was shut off 
In event of failure. 
In the woods beyond 
lurked 


savages who were unfriendly and suspicious of the 
white invaders. 
And so from the small fields and 


from the woods they gathered the grain and killed 
the wild game which was to carry them through the. 
severe trials which a New England winter entailed. 
Nearly half of their number had been placed in final 
rest. 


There is no more enthralling and heroic episode 


in American history than that unquenchable spirit 
which moved tho Pilgrims to devout thanks on that 
clay which we celebrate. 


AVluit say we today when doubt- ami fears assail 


us! 
Here in the midst of plenty, living with more 


comforts and conveniences than any people had ever 
enjoyed, are we worthy of our heritage? Thanks- 
giving should move us to a contemplation of these 
facts, 
TVe should set apart a few minutes of this 


busy day each year to a consecration of the spirit. 


UNCONSTITUTIONAL "F/RM BELIEF." 


How the political farm relievers in congress and 


outside arc going to pet around the provisions of the 
federal constitution in regard to their scheme for an. 
"equalization tax" on farm products, as a. means of 
financing their proposed export corporation, is diff- 
cult to sec. 


Senator Fcss of Ohio raises 
the point that the 


equalization fee ^ould violate the constitution be- 
cause it would he equivalent to congress delegating 
to another agency its own power of assessing taxes. 


It might be added that the proposed fee itself, even 


though levied by congress direct; would infringe arti- 
cle I, sectlon-fl, of the constitution, which says: 


"No tax- or duty shall lie laid on articles exported 


from any state." 


If plain English means anything .it all. this clause 


forbids the collection of the so-called "equalization 
foe," or tax, on wheat, corn, cotton, meat or any otli"r 
product 
ot any 
stnte 
marketed 
outside 
its own 


borders. 


Regardless of the foregoing constitutional stumb- 


ling blocks in the way of the contemplated legislation, 
there is no evidence of any overwhelming desire by 
farmers themselves to bc'hekl up for a tax on their 
products to provide 300 or 400 million dollars a year 
for an export corporation to spend. The lack of en- 
thusiasm among real agriculturists for such a plan 
can easily be understood. 


Thero is no assurance that after farmers had con- 


tributed that largo sum out of their net earnings 
they would reap any substantial benefit from the op- 
t 


oration of the scheme. 
They have been fooled so 


many times already on legislation supposedly en- 
acted for their benefit as to make them extremely 
skeptical of the ability of politicians to make agri- 
culture more profitable. 
The tariff, 
restrictions on 


grain market speculation, warehouse laws, agricul- 
tural credit schemes, and other governmental meas- 
ures have all failed to bring their industry any rnn- 
terial help. Even wartime price-fixing proved very 
unsatisfactory to the farmers, who rejoiced when the 
time came to abandon It. 


The constitutional objections to the 
equalization 


tax proposal cannot be o'verlooked. It it should must- 
er enough support in congress to pass both branches,- 
which seems unlikely, it would still have to run the 
praiintlct of the courts, with every pro.»nect of be- 
ing knocked out. The prospect or ""relief" through 
legislation, therefore, is quite shadowy. , 


Meanwhile, farmers who succeeded tn'raiding crops 


this year have little complaint' to offer.. They Jjave 


been getting good prices for their' grain and fair 
prices" for llvo stock. 
No amount of "rel^sf" In the 


wc.y of boosting prices even if that could be done by 
artificial means, would help 
those who lost their 


crops, as they have little or nothing to sell. 


It Is quite likely that another season will see agri- 


culture In all sections of the country once more en- 
joying normal prosperity: and if that condition comes 
to pass the political doctors might as well put their 
nostrums back On the shelf to await the next period 
of depression, when they will no doubt be brought 
out again. 


THEN AND NOW. 


The American government is marching to a break 


with Mexico. The trouble is over property rights of 
Americans in the Latin republic and the latter's poli- 
cy of nationalizing oil and mineral property under 
the guise of conserving Its natural resources. 
The 


bone of contention is a recently enacted Mexican law- 
requiring foreign land holders to sign away their 
rights to protection of their home governments, the 
penalty for failure being confiscation of property. 


Each day sees the two 
governments, 
President 


Calles on the one hand and Kellogg of America, draw- 
ing neared a showdown. Alarmists need have no fear 
of armed strife, however. 
Should the break come, 


nothing more serious than a withdrawal of repre- 
sentatives and a suspension of diplomatic relations, is 
likely to happen. 


Under international law the American government 


is wholly within its rights in demanding that the 
property rights oC its 
citizens in 
Mexico 
be 
not 


abridged. 


The quarrel, however, has become more than one 


in which property rights are involved. It is a<quarrel 
oetween men—Calles and Kellogg—the one arrogant, 
spoiled and flamboyant, the other a man for whom a 
president has had to make excuses, and who should 
never have been made secretary of state. 


There is not in all Mexico a more astute politician 


than is Calles. 
Neither is there a more determined 


man, 
not even excepting Obregon. In Mexico Callus 


is considered a military genuis and once was a gen- 
eral in the regular forces. This was during the World 
war and before the bloodless revolt which led'to his 
present station. 
• 
x 


Unlike Obregon, however, Calles has never been 


considered a friend of the United States. Ever since 
he took the reins of government in Mexico City, and . 
even while he was secretary of war, Calles has con- 
tinually harassed the 
United States just as he Is 


charged with doing, when he was a general in Son- 
ora province, opposite Arizona. 


Pitted against Kellogg Calles will continue to ha- 


rass the United States and win <_ut unless he is com- 
pelled by public opinion at home or by a more de- 
termined hand In Washington to recede from his 
position taken under a law which was probably en- 
acted at his direction purposely to embarrass this gov- 
ernment. 
Had firmness been exercised with Callea 


from the beginning of his administration, it is likely 
the dispute never would have arisen.

ENGLAND'S GREAT PROBLEM. 


England, prior to the great war'known as the work- 


shop of the world, is now in a very sad way. 
Her 


condition at the present time has been emphasized 
by the coal strike, which now appears to be ended, 
but still that country is compelled to carry a mil- 
lion and a naif of unemployed workers. 
What to do 


with them is considered the greatest problem the 
cquntry ever faced. 


In the days 'prior to 1913, when the little island 


really was the world's Workshor the country needed 
thousands of men for its lactories, but now every 
country is endeavoring to be its own workshop and 
is to a great extent succeeding. Consequently there 
is lack of employment win o there was once an in- 
sufficient supply of labor. 


And the unemployed have no place to go and no 


way of getting there, even though they might locate 
a haven. Canada and Australia, which aj~c at once 
thought of as being- insufficiently pcopied and in need 
of immigration, don't want the class of people Eng- 
land is anxious to get rid of. Australia has a whole 
continent, with only a fringe of white men around 
the edges. 
But Australia wants able farmers and 


not industrial workers, and the latter are all that 
England lias to spare. On the island continent the 
industries are already over crowded, and while t! 
governments are willing to offer inducements to agri- 
"culturists, they want no more people for the ^.*- 
where half the population already resides. 


Approximately the same condition exists in Cana- 


da, To real farmers, who will settle upon and de- 
velop the prairies of the west, Canada will extend a 
welcome and substantial inducements. 
Others aro 


not needed and cannot be cared for. 


So England can see no solution to her problem, 


and week by week she must continue to hand out 
the dole to the jobless workman, thus steadily break-' 
ing down the morale of the entire country, 
llow to 


adjust the situation no one seems to know, though 
leading men are insisting that the dole must be dis- 
continued. 
But if it is, what are the jobless ones, 


to do? They must live; they can get no work to do 
at home, nor are they able to get to any place where 
employment is to be had. 


What will be the outcome?

The Decline of The West. 


Lincoln, Neb.. Nov. 23, 1920. 


To the editor of the i^ncuin star: 


Oswald Spengler's "The Decline of 
the West" has proved to be a "best 
seller" among philosophical books. 
It Is said the Agadir crisis of 1911 
turned his attention to current is- 
sues and gave him the incentive to 
make his monumental investiga- 
tions of the backgrounl and origins 
of our civilization. By the time he 
had finished the manuscript In 1914 
the World War was on and publica- 
tion was delayed until 191S. 


Dr. Spengler, now 46 years of age, 


was born at Blankenburg, Ger- 
many. 
He 
studied 
mathematics, 


philosophy and history at Munich 
and Berlin; but except for his Doc- 
tor's thesis he had published noth- 
ing up to the present work. 


"I have not," he says, "hitherto 


found one who has carefully con- 
sidered the morphological relation- 
ship that inwardly binds together 
the expression-forms of all branches 
of a Culture, who has gone beyond 
politics to grasp the ultimate 
and 


fundamental ideas of Greeks, Arab- 
ians, Indians and Westerners

by the later classical in Roman 
tiiiu's but it still exists in the near 
east." 


Western culture begins about the 


year 1000 In the regions now known 
as France, Germany. England and 
Scandinavia. Its fundamental con- 
cept is limitless space. Its mathc- 
matlc yields at least three geome-, 
tries Instead of the simple Eucli- 
dean. Its architecture results in 
great cathedrals which, with theie 
wonderful windows, deny both in- 
sidfe and outside and suggest bound- 
less space. In painting it develops 
a perspective which is seen, in the 
art of no other culture. 
Its music, 


with giant organs, declares the in- 
finitude of ifpace. 


In every culture the fundamental 


concept seems to rise widespread 
very early. 
It grows and develops 


and dominates the arts for upwards 
of a thousand years, and then comes 
the "megalopolis" and "civilization" 
which marks -the decline 
of 
the 


"culture." 
Today the country does 


not count—only the 
giant 
cities. 


London. Paris, Berlin, New York, 
dominate the western world; .and 
there Is now going on 1i trans-val- 
uation of values—a change
